The United Btates District Court on 


a plea in equity flied by Fredrick L. 
Ames estate and others, placed the 
Union Pacific Railroad in the bands of 
receivers. The liabilities of the com- 
pany, including capital stock and iiur- 
pins, are $245,431,041 92. The company 
has outstanding bonds and notes for 
$97,o82,735, of which $85,492,735 were 
afloat at the last annual meeting. This 
does not include the subsidiary in- 
debtedness to the Government which 
amounts to $55,000 more. 


The petition shows that the gross 


earnings of the Union Pacific system 
for the busiuess year ending December 
31,1892, amounted to $46,503,539 35, and 
the operating expenses, interest and 
other charges paid during the same 
year amounted to $'14,503,539 35, leaving 
a surplus for said year of $2,069,757 40 
From January 1st to July 1,1893, there 
•was a falling off in the gross revenues 
of the company as compared with the 
first six months of the^preceding yea 
of $863,733 38, and a falling off in tin 
net revenues of tho company for the 
same time of $8j ),059 66. 
For 
the 


months of July and August, 1893, there 
was u further falling off in the gross 
revenues of the company of $2,000,000 
and oE the net revenues of $1,400,000, a 
compared with the «anie months of the 
year 1892.

it is iioid that under tho 


common law the iwoiverb are author 
i'/ed 
to convert tho assets of the com- 


pany and issue reef tvers' certificates to 
operate the road 
These certificate 


constitute hens whioh mast be &atisfiec 
bofore tho Governn out debt. The in- 
solvency of the company makes it im- 
possible for it to discharge its obliga 
tions to the Government, some of which 
mature in J895. This condition of af- 
fairs will necessitate notion by Congress 
at an early day, aud unless a bill is 
passed to refund ti.o indebtedness of 
the company to tho Government the 
United States may !/o into the business 
of operating a railroad within the next 
two years.

Advices from Washington are to the 


effect that a substitute for the repea 
bill will bo introduced in the Senate 
this week. 
What this substitute will 


be is not made known to the public as 
its advocates intend to keep its provi- 
sions secret until they have assurance 
that it will get sufbcieut support to se- 
cure its passage. 
The champions of 


the repeal bill, who to please the Ad- 
ministration insist on unconditional 
repeal of the Sherman act, are opposed 
to any substitute or compromise 
The 


Silrer Seiiatoi-s who have fought so 
manfully against icpeal, are also op 
posed to compromise. 
They feel that 


the people are with them in the con 
test and that nothing less than free 
coinage will settle the silver question 
It is probable, however, that an amend 
iiient or substitute for the Sherman act 
may be passed by the Senate to tide 
the question over until the next Con 
gress, when it becomes apparent to the 
Administration Senators that uncondi 
tioual repeal is impossible. 


It is believed tii.it the House will 


pass any substitute measure that will 
get through the Senate. Many of the 
Congressmen who voted for the repe;t_ 
bill are hearing from their constituenty 
in tones that are not, pleasing to their 
ears and they will b« glad to have op 
portunity to partially rectify their mis 
take by voting for u compromise 
ure. 


TIIK S1IOK ON THK OTHHK I'OOT. 


Senator Wolcott of Colorado is show- 


ing np the inconsistency of the Now 
York World and tho New York Herald 
iu denouncing the course of the silver 
men in the Senate. He says those pa- 
pers wereluadest in approving similar 
tactics on the part of Senators in Jan 
uary, 1891, when tho Force bill was be 
fore the Senate. Then the World said . 
"Every device for delay must be used 
in the Senate; no Its'al act of any con- 
ceivable kind done to prevent the pas- 
sage of the bill will Oe other than 
praiseworthy. " 


At the same time the HeruJd said: 


" The minority are quite right to cause 
delay by every means within their 
reach. A cloture resolution is revolu- 
tionary and should not be tolerated." 


Wolcott says the Force bill killed 


unconditional repeal of the Sherman 
act. Voorhees, Gorman and other Sen- 
ators who are now trying to force the 
gold standard on the country were 
then prepared to sit up all night to 
prevent the passage of the Force bill, 
and many of the sold bug papers en- 
couraged them to do so.

Twenty-Six Republicans In Favor of Ke- 


pcal—Voovhees Moves to Adjourn. 
WASHINGTON, 
October 
17.—Dolph 


asked that the journal be corrected to 
show the presence of Allen and Kyle 
on the sundry rollcalls yesterday, they 
having been present in the Senate, but 
failed to vote. Dolph said that it had 
become apparent that if Senators could 
talk indefinitely and read from papers 
and books without limit, the Senate, 
without an amendment to the rules or 
a different construction on those it 
had, 
must drift along without accom- 


plishing anything. Twenty-six Eepub- 
lican Senators not only favored the re- 
peal of the Sherman act, but would 
vote tojamend the rules so the majority 
could limit debate. He regarded it as 
farcical for a Senator to suggest the 
absence of a quorum and then on roll- 
call refuse to vote. 
The Senate was 


being brought into disrepute by such 
a course. 


Faulkner of West Virginia, who was 


in the chair last evening and ruled on 
the re&olution then offered by Dolph 
that the names of Allen and Kyle be 
recorded, said he had no power to re- 
cord the Senators as present under the 
rules. 


Hill of New York said there was no 


reason why, in the absence of rules, the 
presiding officer should not tell the 
truth and make the journal refuse to 
tell lies. The presiding officer had a 
right to exercise his senses, and when a 
member sat right in front of him and 
did not vote, to have the journal show 
the fact of his presence. 
The Senate 


was clinging to past traditions and 
there was no sense in it. The duty 
of a Senator is more than merely re- 
maining in his seat. It was his duty to 
take part in the business. 
To hold 


that the only way to ascertain the pres- 
ence of a Senator was his response to 
roll call involved an absurdity. 


The Vice Presiderit ruled that noth- 


ing was in order except matters per- 
taining to the approval of the journal. 


Dolph moved that the name of Allen 


be en tered in connection with the roll- 
call at 6:30 last evening. He chose 
this, as Allen's name appeared at that 
time as having taken part in the colloqy. 


Discussion on the point of order that 


Allen should be recorded as present is 
still engrossing attention. 
Hill con- 


tended at great length that the presid- 
ing officer had power to count 
quorum. 


Sherman followed Hill. He said the 


Senate was surely drifting toward a 
change in rules, but a change was not 
pending consideration of -the financial 
question. 


On motion of Voorhees the Senate 


adjourned until 10 A. M. to-morrow. 


The House passed the Cox Banking 


bill.

Sutton arrested and tried on a charge 
of insanity, but the charge was not sus 
tained, and the Court reprimanded 
Prescott severely for his accusations, 
which seemed to be part of trplot to gel 
tho old lady's property. The two have 
been bitter enemies ever since. Jusl 
before the shooting Prescott started 
across Mrs. Button's field and she 
ordered him back. He persisted and 
she flred.

Moors and Spaniards. 


MADBID, October 17.—Advices from 


Mellilla say the Moors are strongly en 
trenched and making daring sallies 
against the Spaniards, whose position 
is now regarded as serious. The rein- 
forcements which 
have arrived at 


Mellilla are utterly inadequate, and 
fully 15,000 men will be required in 
order to enable the Spaniards to take 
the offensive. 
The delay in the dis- 


patch of a sufficient force to reinforce 
the troops now at Mellilla is explained 
by the fact that the Government here 
is desirous of awaiting the result of the 
negotiations now going on between Ma- 
drid and Tangiers.

The celebrated White Cap trial at 
Salem closed to-day. Elijah Dalton, 
his brother, who held Mrs. Dalton, and 
John Holsapple, who whipped her, each 
got five years. Boling, who was pres- 
ent, but did not interfere, got three 
years, and Barnett, who was present, 
but was too drunk to take part, re 
ceived two years.

The assessed value of all the property 


in the United States is about $25,000, 
000,000. This property is supposed to 
be liable for the following debts 
$3,000,000,000 of National, State, county 
city, school district and irrigation 
bonds; the railroads have a fundec 
debt of $5,250,000,000; other corpora 
tions have a bonded debt of $3,000,000,- 
000; the real estate is mortgaged for 
¥9,000,000,000; the liability of the banks 
to depositors is nearly $5,000,000,000; 
the personal notes against corporations 
and individuals not secured by real 
estate, $10,000,000,000; floating debts of 
the people and corporations, including 
accrued and unpaid interest1$15,000,000, 
300. 
Which makes a grand total of 


$47,250,000,000, or nearly double the 
assessed valuation of all the property. 
In the assessed valuation is included a 
large amount of this evidence of debt 
which makes the liability against the 
remainder of the property more dispro- 
portionate than the assessor's figures 
would indicate. A great many people 
/hink that the assessors' figures are far 
below the real value, and a great many 
enthusiasts have inflated the wealth of 
.he United States (in their imagina- 
ion; to $05,000,000,000. 


Now, let us see why the value of 


property in the United States, which is 
so thoroughly soaked with debts, is 
subject to the whims of the money 
sharks. According to the Director of 
the Mint, there is about $1,700,000,000 of 
ull and partial legal tender available 
for circulotion, the $600,000,000 of gold 
coin being the full legal tender and the 
$1,100,000,000 of other money is satur- 
ated with its and exceptions which 
makes it legal tender only where the 
gold clause is not inserted. As nearly 
all the bonds have the gold clause in- 
serted, it practically makes the bulk of 
he interest bearing debt payable in 
;old. The bondholding money sharks 
of Europe hold $5,000,000,000 of gold 
nterest bearing securities against the 
property in the United States. The 
money sharks in the northeastern sec- 
tion of the United Slates, hold at least 
ilO,000,000,000 of securities against their 
'ellow men. This $15,000,000,000 of se- 
curities calls for $750,000,000 of gold 
nterest every year. As this interest 
sharge would absorb twenty-five per 
ent. more gold than there is in the 
United States, the money sharks, feei- 
ng their advantage, tell their bonds- 
men to stand and deliver, and the poor 
lebtor, not being able to do an impos- 
ibility, is obliged to yield up his prop- 
irty at any price the money shark puts 
upon it, and some of the best real estate 
in the United States has been known to 
shrink 80 per cent, in value in a year Dy 
the money sharks enforcing their de- 
mands for gold.

In addition it has a city 
debt of $150,000,000, and its corpora- 
ions and chattels are bonded to their 
utmost capacity. New York State and 


'ennsylvania are two of the original 
hirteen colonies, and their resources 
lave been developed for a great many 
years, and yet their real estate mort- 
gage debt is more than a third of the 
otal for the United States, and growing 
s fast as compound interest can make 
t. If the balance of the United States 
vas in debt in a like ratio the public 
and private debts of the people would 
amount to more than $100,000,000,000. 


It looks as if this vast debt ought to 


be growing fast enough to satisfy the 
most ambitious money shark, but it is 
not. They are doing their utmost to 
contract the currency by completely 
demonetizing silver and forcing the 
Government to increase its gold re- 
serve by the sale of bonds, which would 
:ake a large sum of gold out of circu- 
ation. The demand for money would 
;hen be twice as great as it is now and 
;he money shark could draw up just as 
Bloodcurdling a bond as he wished. 
He could collect his interest in advance 
ind compound it as often as he chose, 
and the poor, trembling- debtor would 
lave to be thankful that he was al- 
lowed to exist.

Their Claims. 


For several centuries different cities of 


the orient have contested with each oth- 
er for tho honor of being recognized as 
the raidspot of our planet. In 1888 a 
London geographer issued an elaborate 
work, in which he tried to prove the 
British metropolis to be the center of the 
landed surface of the globe. Jerusalem 
and Delphi, notwithstandingthat neither 
ia situated on or very near the equator, 
have for ages been the two main con- 
trstaats in this great central city contro- 
versy. 


William Simpson of the London So- 


ciety For tho Exploration of Palestine 
tells us that Herr Schick has sent home 
drawings of the spot in Jerusalem which 
is supposed by some to be the exact cen- 
ter of o ur world. Thia interesting place 
is in the Greek church, nine feet to the 
right of the reliquary containing what 
purports to be tho crown of thorns worn 
by our Saviour, the first nail that was 
driven through his right hand and the 
blood which he shed on that memorable 
occasion. 


It IB written in the Psalms, "God is 


my king of old, working salvation in 
the midst of the earth," 


This can only refer to the scenes of the 


passion and of the holy eepulcher. The 
midst or spot of the earth must, there- 
fore, be Bought in that vicinity. The be- 
lief that the center of the earth is at 
Jerusalem is very ancient, for it is al- 
luded to by St. Ephrem in his reference 
to Noah's prayer over the bones of Adam, 
St. Ephrem says, "And Noah buried 
Adam'a bones in the middle of the 
earth." A certain round stone in the 
temple of Delphi is also spoken of by 
the ancient writers as being the "navel 
or center of the earth." 


Orestes takes refuge there when pur- 


sued by Euminides. Pindar also makes 
mention of the exact location of the 
center of the world, and Pensanius, like 
Herr Schick, also had the pleasure of 
beholding the only genuine central hub 
of our planet. He, however, locates it 
at Delphi instead of at Jerusalem. 
"It 


is made," he said, "of white stone, 
smooth and polished, and ia no doubt 
the middle point of the world."—Phila- 
delphia Press.
